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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-40, 51, 55, 58, and 60 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's 1.131 declaration filed on 12/13/04 swears behind the Liaw (*276) reference 
and effectively overcomes the Examiner's prior art rejection. 

Berry et al ('134) teaches to vary the width of STI regions to have varying active area 
widths. Berry teaches having some active area widths of no greater than one micron (Col.4, lines: 
10-35 and Fig.s 1 and 2). However Berry fails to explicitly teach wherein ALL of the different 
active area widths are no greater than one micron and further fails to teach that the different 
active area widths result in different transistors having different threshold voltages. Gardner 
(' 121) teaches that all active area widths may be less than one micron and that threshold voltage 
is a constant function of channel width (Col. 1-2, lines: 60-15), however fails to teach to vary the 
active area width to result in different threshold voltages as recited in claim 34, Therefore, prior 
art fails to teach all of Applicant's claim limitations in combination as recited in claim 34. 
Consequently, claim 34 contains allowable subject matter. Claims 35-40, 51, 55, 58 and 60 
depend from claim 34 and are therefore also deemed to be allowable over prior art.
